Figures  Tabled  in  Legislature  by  Minister  of 
Finance  Foreshadow  Retrenchment  Period — 
Education  and  Public  Works  Are  Largest  Out- 
lays, Apart  From  Public  Debt 


Cabinet  Faces  House  for  the  First  Time 


Estimates  Exceeded  on  Both  Sides 

Of  ledger  During  Twelve  Months

N  the  Legislature  yesterday  afternoon  the  public  accounts  for 
the  year  ended  March  31,  1928,  were  tabled  by  the  Minister  of 
Finance,  Hon.  W.  C.  Shelly.  The  record  of  the  year  Indicates 
that  there  was  a  deficit  of  nearly  three-quarters  of  a  million  dol- 
lars for  the  twelve  months.  The  total  revenue  for  the  year  was 
I21.138.34B.98.  The  expenditure  for  the  same  period  totaled  $21.- 
850.577  85.  showing  a  deficit  for  the  last  complete  year  under  the 
Liberal  administration  of  $723,228.87. 

This  ending  up  of  the  business  of  the  year  with  a  deficit  was 
not  an  uncommon  one  under  the  late  Government.  As  a  matter  of 
fact  the  record  for  the  whole  term  of  years  from  1917-1918  until 
1927-1928  under  the  Liberal  party  shows  that  only  on  two  occa- 
sions was  a  surplus  attained.  These  lucky  years  were  1919-1920, 
when  there  was  a  balance  of  $351,351,  and  in  the  year  1925-1926 
when  the  surplus  of  $100,794  was  reached. 

In  the  total  time  from  1917  until  1928  there  was  shown  a  grand 
total  revenue  of  $189,779,302  with  a  total  expenditure  of  $203,098,183, 
the  total  deficit  being  $13,318,879

NANAIMO.  Jan.  22— At  the  re- 
quest of  the  Duncan  Chamber  of 
Commerce  a  )olnt  meeting  was  held 
this  evening  to  consider  the  situa- 
tion arising  from  the  proposed  road 
out  of  Victoria  along  the  south- 
western portion  of  the  coast  of  Van- 1 
couver  Island.

of  continuing  the  ocean  high- 
way as  projected  by  the  Vic- 
toria Chamber  of  Commerce;  as 
well  as  such  other  business  as 
may  come  before  the  meeting." 


T  Is  not  often  that  the  opening 
sitting  of  the  tint  session  of  a 
Parliament  of  the  province  wit- 
nesses a  move  made  on  the  part  or  a 
new  Government  to  reverse  the 
policy  of  a  former  administration  in 
matters  of  policy.

If  the  annual  report  dealing  with 
the  number  of  new  services  added  to 
the  city's  wateiworkato'stem  can  be 
taken  as  any  cri tenon,  more  than 
200  new  families  helped  to  swell 
Oreater  Victoria's  population  during 
ltr2fl 

No  fewer  than  204  new  metres  were 
installed  on  the  city's  waterworks 
system  last  year,  increasing  the  total 
number  of  services  given  from  11.713 
to  11.916. 

The  Sooke  Lake  water  system  sup- 
plied a  total  of  10.055  services,  as 
compared  with  9.803  In  1927.  an  in- 
crease of  162  metres,  the  Ooidstream 
waterworks  system  serviced  1361 
metres  as  compared  with  1.819  in 
1927,  an  increase  of  forty-two. 

Domestic  supply  for  city  homes  Is 
taken  from  the  Sooke  system.  The 
report  shows  that  the  Increased 
number  of  services  In  the  city  dur- 
ing 1928  amounted  to  153,  which 
practically  means  153  new  families 
added  to  the  city's  population  Tak- 
ing an  average  of  five  to  a  family 
this  would  mean  an  increase  of  over 
700  people. 

Victoria  West,  which  is  also  in  the 
city,  was  supplied  by  the  Ooidstream 
water  system.  Services  in  that  dis- 
trict amounted  to  651  last  year,  as 
compared  with  646  ln  1927.  an  In- 
crease of  five.  Total  number  of  serv- 
ices ln  the  city,  including  Victoria 
West  district,  amounted  to  10.535.

homes  ln  Victoria  proper.  Services 
to  Esqulmalt,  Oak  Bay.  Saanlch  and 
other  outside  districts  come  from  the 
Ooidstream  water  system.

N  the  Legislature  yesterday  afternoon  the  public  accounts  for 
the  year  ended  March  31.  1928.  were  tabled  by  the  Minister  of 
Finance,  Hon.  W.  C.  Shelly.  The  record  of  the  year  Indicates 
that  there  was  a  deficit  of  nearly  three-quarters  of  a  million  dol- 
lars for  the  twelve  months.  The  total  revenue  for  the  year  was 
$21.136.34«.98.  The  expenditure  for  the  same  period  totaled  $21.- 
859,577  85,  showing  a  deficit  for  the  last 
Liberal  administration  of  $723,228.87. 

This  ending  up  of  the  business  of  the  year  with  a  deficit  was 
not  an  uncommon  one  under  the  late  Government.  As  a  matter  of 
fact  the  record  for  the  whole  term  of  years  from  1917-1918  until 
1927-1928  under  the  Liberal  party  shows  that  only  on  two  occa- 
sions was  a  surplus  attained.  These  lucky  years  were  1919-1920. 
when  there  was  a  balance  of  $351,351.  and  in  the  year  1925-1928 
when  the  surplus  of  $100,794  was  reached. 

In  the  total  time  from  1917  until  1928  there  was  shown  a  grand 
total  revenue  of  $189,779,302  with  a  total  expenditure  of  $203  098  183 
the  total  deficit  being  $13,318,879.

Pride  of  place  la  given  In  the  Speech  from  the 
Throne,  which  opened  the  first  session  of  the 
seventeenth  Legislature  yesterday,  to  words  of 
gratification  on  behair  of  the  people  of  British 
Columbia  for  the  Improvement  in  the  condition 
of  His  Majesty  in.  the  course  of  his  present  illness. 
The  much- lamented  death  of  Mr.  Walter  Nichol, 
a  former  LleuteJlant-Governor.  Is.  as  well,  the 
subject  of  allusion.  Pleasure  Is  expressed  at  the 
general  Improvement  being  shown  In  business 
conditions  and  the  hopeful  outlook  which  main- 
tains. As  a  part  of  the  history  of  recent  develop- 
ments In  the  province  mention  Is  made  of  the 
coming  Into  existence  of  Greater  Vancouver  and 
the  progress  indicated  towards  the  restoration 
to  provincial  control  of  the  Railway  Belt  lands 
and  the  Peace  River  Block. 

There  is  no  Indication  of  any  policy  relating 
to  the  future  of  the  Pacific  Great  Eastern  Rail- 
way. This  property  Is  undergoing  a  survey  for 
the  Information  of  the  present  Government,  and 
until  that  survey  Is  known  It  Is  unlikely  that 
there  will  be  any  plans  devised.  The  Govern- 
ment, as  stated  In  the  Speech,  Is  interesting  it- 
self In  Immigration,  a  fact  which  has  been  an- 
nounced so  often  by  Dr.  8.  F.  Tolmle,  the  Pre- 
mier. The  interest  being  displayed  in  agricul- 
tural development  is  noted  by  the  intention  to 
create  a  marketing  branch  to  connection  with 
the  Department  of  Agriculture,  As  regards  other 
natural  resources  and  their  development  the 
Government  proposes  to  give  assistance  to  the 
establishment  of  an  iron  and  steel  Industry  and 
to  amend  the  Mineral  Survey  and  Development 
Act  Highway  facilities  are  to  be  promoted  to  en- 
courage the  development  of  natural  resources. 
In  the  matter  of  these  natural  resources  how- 
ever there  Is  no  mention  of  forest  conservation, 
a  subject  which  Is  of  such  vital  Importance  that 
it  should  be  considered  during  the  present  ses- 
sion of  the  Legislature  and  a  constructive  and 
cumulative  programme  devised. 

As  promised  by  Dr.  Tolmle  in  the  course  of 
the  late  election  campaign  the  exemptions  are 
to  be  extended  under  the  Succession  Duties  Act, 
presumably  as  a  first  instalment  in  the  direc- 
tion of  doing  away  with  this  tax.  There  is  no 
mention  of  reductions  in  the  Income  tax,  which 
have  been  promised  also  by  the  Premier,  but  as 
these  are  effected  by  amendments  to  the  Taxa- 
tion Act  there  Is  no  necessity  for  a  foreword  In 
the  Speech  on  what  la  proposed.  As  far  as  taxa- 
tion generally  is  concerned  a  survey  is  now  under 
way  of  the  finances  of  the  province  with  the  ob- 
ject In  view  of  bringing  In  recommendations  on 
which  the  Government  may  be  able  to  base  legis- 
lation which  will  modify  the  Incidence  of  taxa- 
tion. 

The  Speech  cannot  be  said  to  contain  any 
surprises.  One  or  other  member  of  the  Gov- 
ernment, In  advance,  has,  at  one  time  or  another, 
indicated  practically  all  that  is  proposed  In  the 
way  of  new  legislation.  There  is  enough  business 
In  hand  to  insure  an  active  session.  The  hope 
will  be  expressed  generally,  since  business-like 
and  economic  administration  has  been  promised, 
that  the  Legislature  will  get  down  to  the  facts  of 
the  session  without  undue  loss  of  time.

Mr  Huntingdon  considers  the  weather  win  h 
English  people  deplore  so  much  is  most  suited 
to  the  modern  civilised  man.  It  favors  a  more 
steady  and  less  nervous  type  of  activity.  It  Is 
therefore  possible  to  work  cheerfully,  purpose- 
fully, and  effectively  day  by  day  and  month 
after  month  without  exhaustion.  Mr.  Hunting- 
don^ own  the  American— climate  has  gre* 
fluctuations,  compensated  by  the  greater  stimu- 
lating power  of  its  best  days  and  seasons 

"Change,  but  not  too  much  change."  is  Mr. 
Huntingdon's  formula.  Constant  but  not  undue 
variability  of  weather  la  almost  as  Important  as 
the  right  conditions  of  temperature  and  humid- 
ity, he  says.  Among  factory  workers  and  stu- 
dents, for  Instance,  it  has  been  found  that  If 
the  temperature  of  one  day  is  the  same  as  that 
of  the  preceding  day— which  generally  means 
that  the  other  conditions  are  uniform— people's 
work  is  not  as  good  as  if  there  is  a  change, 
especially  a  drop  in  temperature.  This  is  true 
in  Winter  as  well  as  in  Summer,  even  if  the 
actual  temperature  is  so  low  as  to  be  harmful 
If  continued.  The  point  of  the  matter  Is  that 
change  ts  exh'^'. rating.  A  moderate  storm,  says 
Mr.  Huntingdon,  is  a  "veritable  tonic."  It  is 
monotony  that  kills.

When  the  Hydra  Is  in  danger  him- 
self, however,  from  the  attack  of 
some  more  powerful  creature,  he 
shrinks  Into  so  tiny  and  unimport- 
ant a  little  brown  ball,  as  to  be  al- 
most out  of  sight. 

It  is  really  a  wonderful  gift,  this 
being  able  to  shrink  nearly  out  of 
sight  when  life  becomes  uncomfort- 
able, and  the  little  Hydra  has  a  very 
peasant  life  of  it.  even  if  he  is  not 
so  famous  as  his  southern  relative, 
whose  wonderful  houses  are  worn  as 
jewelry  by  ladles  all  over  the  world.

What  Is  styled  an  International  radio  confer- 
ence Is  In  progress  at  Ottawa  attended  by  dele- 
gates from  Canada.  Newfoundland  and  the 
United  States.  The  credentials  of  the  delegates 
attending  are  not  known;  In  other  words,  there 
la  no  assurance  that  the  various  Governments 
will  Implement  any  recommendations  they  may 
make.  They  are  sitting  In  camera  and  have  laid 
down  as  a  basis  of  any  agreement  to  be  reached, 
that  "no  country  has  a  sovereign  right  to  the 
ether."  In  Canada  the  Dominion  Government, 
up  to  the  present,  has  controlled  radio  broad- 
casting. Ottawa  takes  this  stand  on  the  ground 
that  radio  broadcasting  Is  Interprovlncial  and 
International. 

The  Ottawa  conference,  although  Interna- 
tional and  presumably  dealing  with  the  subject 
In  an  International  way.  will.  In  every  probability, 
lead  to  the  raising  anew  of  the  question  of  the 
rights  of  the  provinces  in  the  matter  of  broad- 
casting. The  radio  has  now  developed  to  such 
an  extent  that  these  rights  should  be  defined. 
The  decision  of  the  Federal  Government  to  exer- 
cise exclusive  control  is  now  being  challenged  by 
Quebec  where  a  Provincial  Government  radio 
station  Is  to  be  established.  The  Quebec  Gov- 
ernment considers  it  has  rights  In  the  air.  as  It 
has  water  rights  in  provincial  streams,  and  it  In- 
tends to  insist  on  these  rights.  What  Is  most 
likely  to  raise  up  the  question  of  provincial  rights 
In  radio  broadcasting  Is  the  supine  attitude  of 
the  Federal  Government  where  the  United  States 
is  concerned.  Ottawa,  to  ell  intents  and  pur- 
poses, has  conceded  the  authority  of  the  United 
States  and  the  latter  country  seems  determined 
to  exercise  that  authority,  no  the  exclusion  of 
Canadian  interests,  except  on  a  very  limited 
jM&V  It  Is  this  feature  of  control  which  should 
be  engaging  the  attention  of  the  Ottawa  confer- 
ence. 

In  the  meantime  Quebec  la  on  sound  ground 
In  raising  the  question  of  provincial  rights  in  the 
air.  All  provinces  should  Join  In  the  demand  and 
assert  their  claims  to  the  governance  of  radio 
broadcasting.  Possibly  the  Issue,  as  between  the 
provinces)  and  the  Federal  Oovemment,  would 
never  have  been  raised  If  Ottawa  had  shown 
herself  a  strong  champion  of  Canadian  rights  as 
a  whole.  It  la  her  weakness  In  this  respect  that 
has  brought  Quebec  In  (he  arena. 

In  commenting  on  the  decision  of  the  Quebec 
Government  to  establish  a  radio  station  The 
Montreal  Qtaotte  says:  "Canada  Is  not  an  ad- 
junct of  the  United  States  In  this  matter  of 
radio  broad  casting,  and  the  Canadian  people  do 
not  propose  that  It  shall  remain  one  That,  at

STUDY  OP  THE  BIBLE 

It  may  be  or  interest  to  recall  what  King  David 
Pmfessor  Huxley  and  John  Ruskln  wrot*  about  the 
King  David:  "Thy  word  is  a  lantern  unto

Our  Canadian  philosopher 
humorist  was  a  wiser  man.  and.  at 
least  in  his  later  years,  a  happier 
man.  than  the  Sage  or  Chelsea.  He 
was  the  son  of  a  farmer,  but  aban- 
doned the  farm  and  became  a  Jour- 
nalist Many  sons  of  Canadian 
farmers  have  abandoned  the  farms, 
because  the  work  upon  the  farms 
was  continuous  and  toilsome,  while 
work  in  other  occupations  appeared 
easy  and  attractive.  Peter  Mc Ar- 
thur discovered  by  dear-bought  ex- 
perience that  filings  are  not  always 
what  they  seem.  So  he  forsook  the 
busy  streets  and  the  bright  lights 
and  returned  to  the  quiet  country 
to  write  essays  and  establish  a  new 
philosophical  system.  His  theory 
1»  that  while  work  may  be  essential 
to  maintain  life  In  the  body  and 
produce  happiness  in  the  mind,  work 
may  be  overdone;  that  in  a  judici- 
ous mixture  of  work  and  leisure  is 
to  be  found  the  real  secret  of  happu 
neas  In  life.  80  his  later  years 
were  spent  in  working  when  there 
»as  work  of  an  imperative  nature 
to  be  done  and  watching  nature  at 
work  when  there  was  nothing  in 
particular  to  be  done. 

Unfortunately  for  the  world,  the 
philosophies  of  the  ancient  and  the 
later  sages  have  not  been  received 
with  complete  acceptation.  The 
worker  of  the  present  day  does  not 
do  what  his  hands  can  rind  to 
do  with  all  hla  might.  He  does 
what  he  Is  compelled  to  do  snd  re- 
turn his  Job,  and  no  mora  Then  if 
he  loiters  behind  in  bis  work  and 
loses  hla  Job,  he  feus  back  on  the 
dole  or  tu  equivalent.  He  acta  upon 
the  principle  that,  the  world  owes 
him  a  living  and  it  is  but  right  that 
he  should  collect  the  debt.  if 
others  are  compelled  to  work  harder 
and  go  shorter  because  he  has  not 
done  his  share,  that  does  not  con'- 
cern  him  at  alL 


On  the  other  hand,  the  philosophy 
of  Peter  McArthur,  although  it  ia 
attractive  in  principle,  might  not 
work  well  in  practice  All  farmers 
and  workera  are  not  philosophers. 
If  they  are  not  doing  something 
they  are  not  happy  Their  re. 
sources  are  all  physical.  They  are 
destitute  of  the  mental  and  spirit- 
ual reaouces  which  made  McArthur 
happy  when  Idling  away  the  time  in 
dreamland,  the  only  realm  of  com- 
plete felicity  They  must  be  up 
early  In  the  morning  doing  things 
and  remain  up  as  lair  in  the  night 
as  possible  to  do  other  things.

And  this  he  had  the  power  to 
compel,  by  desert  law.  for  he  was 
master  of  both  household  and  tribe 
suioe  the  old  sheik's  death. 

kfeteb  liked  not  Trad  Ben  Z*ban 
in  any  case,  but  the  root  of  his  re- 
fusal was  nourished  from  the  pois- 
oned waters  of  a  deeper,  darker 
spring. 

Mcteb  waf  a  man  accursed  by  fate 
—•eared  by  the  forbidden  flame  of 
his  own  sisters  beauty.  No  brother 
has  mated  with  sister  in  Arab  lands 
since  the  ancient  days  of  the  kings 
who  were  Idolaters  from  Egypt,  and 
for  Meteb's  wound  there  was  no 
healing.

"We  have  come  in  peace— and  may 
pfare  endure  between  our  tribes— 
to  ask  the  hand  of  Outne  for  Trad 
Ben  BUM  In  honorable  mama,-"  ' 
Meteb  perceived  thai,  th^  nflair 
was  now  too  grave  for  otimt  re- 
fusal, so  he  replied:  En  in-,  then, 
freely.  Drink  and  eat  An1  after- 
ward we  will  discuss  the  mart-lags 
price." 

When  they  had  drunk  and  eaten. 
Meteb  said  with  proud  iiwoler.fr  • 
"For  Outne's  marriage  pr!c«\  yo  i 
-ill  give  me  Ave  hundrrd  white 
cornels." 

The  Benl  Sakhr  replied.  "So  be  it. 
Wc  will  glv«-." 

But  It  was  a  great  price,  trans- 
rending  custom  even  as  Outne's 
beauty  was  transcendent,  and  they 
were  amazed  when  Meteb  cried: 
"You  will  glvr  also  thirty  rifles." 

They  were  angry,  but  replied:  "We 
will  give." 

And  Meteb.  smiling  a  crafty  smile, 
spoke  on.  making  fabulous  demand.-., 
three-score  camel-loads  of  grain,  so 
many  saddles,  so  many  rugs-half 
the  wealth  of  a  little  tribe. 

But  Talaha.  too,  was  crafty,  and 
the  Benl  Sakhr  were  a  rich  and 
mighty  tribe.  If  they  paid,  indeed, 
this  monstrous  wedding  portion,  the 
Sirdteh  would  perforce  be  bounden 
to  them  In  alliance— and  Meteb's 
men.  though  few  In  number,  were 
warriors  of  renown.  So  Talaha

Hut  Meteb  leaped  ta>  his  feet  and 
stayed  them :  "Are  we  Basrah  Qyp- 
Klea,  O  Talaha  I  and  are  you  a  king, 
that  you  would  buy  my  sister  Outne 
with  a  royal  dowry,  yet  ask  her  to 
leave  her  own  hareem  In  an  old 
ragged  cloak  thrown  hastily  around 
her  shoulders)  Think  you  that 
Outne's  wedding  garments  can  be 
made  ready  In  an  hour,  or  a  day? 
Return,  rather,  when  seven  days 
have  passed,  and  she  will  be  arrayed 
tn  robes  of  crimson  silk,  embroidered 
with  sliver  and  gold  " 

Talaha  and  all  who  listened  in 
amascmenL  knew  that  these  were  | 
vain,  crooked  words- -for  the  bridal 
raiment  of  a  sheikly  Bedouin  maid- 
en Is  ready  from  her  fourteenth 
year.  But  rather  than  enter  Into 
disputation,  they  chose  to  bt  con- 


tent, and  so  it  was  agreed,  and  they 
mounted  their  hone*  and  rode  away. 

When  seven  days  had  passed,  the 
Benl  Sakhr  returned  with  their  rich 
caravan  for  Outne's  purchase  price, 
and  with  a  great  dais  mounted  on  a 
camel's  back,  as  for  a  queen,  to 
carry  thence  the  bride  to  glory. 

But  when  they  came  to  the  Slrdleh 
me  nil  I.  they  found  It  all  confusion, 
and  they  too  were  confounded,  for 
Meteb  had  fled  ui  the  night,  with 
his  lent,  his  slaves,  six  camels,  and 
his  sister  Outne.  The  Sheik  of  the 
Slrdleh  had  abandoned  his  own  tribe 
and  disappeared,  no  man  knew 
whither 

When  these  strange  tidings  came 
to  Trad  Ben  Zaban.  he  cursed  Me- 
teb's name  and  swore  a  bitter  oath 
of  vengeance  against  all  who  dared 
to  harbor  Meteb;  and  that  same 
night  he  sent  swift  riders  north  and 
south.  The  word  came  in  three 
days  that  Meteb  had  fled  to  an  en- 
campment of  the  Benl  Hassan, 
pitched  In  the  hill*  against  the  Lejo! 
and  Trad  led  a  bloody  raid  against 
them,  shouting.  "Mun  shan  ayoon 
Outne!  (For  the  eyes  of  Outne.')" 

But  Meteb  with  "  Outne  and  his 
household  had  fled  farther  west- 
ward the  night  before,  to  And  surer 
sanctuary  In  the  Mountain  of  the 
Druses. 

The  Druse  lords  gave  Meteb  hospi- 
tality, and  he  dwelt  there  with  hU 
sister  for  a  little  while,  inviolate 
from  pursuit. 

But  the  Druses  were  a  people 
apart,  dwellers  within  stone  walls, 
worshippers  of  the  golden  calf,  and 
Meteb  was  a  stranger  among  them. 

He  was  an  exiled  sheik  without 
a  tribe,  and  his  heart  was  sick  with 
lonjflng  for  the  black  tents  of  the 
desert. 

But  he  dared  not  return  to  his 
own  of  the  Slrdleh  lest  he  bring 
death  among  them  by  Trad  Ben 
Zaban  s  vengeance.  And  he  be- 
thought him  to  seek  alliance  with 
the  Roualla — a  rude  and  powerful 
tribe,  who  were  lords  of  the  desert 
far  north  of  the  Benl  Sakhr 
marches 

So  he  sent  messengers  to  Sultan 
Pasha  Shalan.  ruler  of  the  Roualla.

But  wltfT  Outne 
wedded  to  another  man  and  in  her 
own  husband's  keeping,  the  matter 
will  be  ended,  for  no  man  follows 
an  empty  vengeance,  and  Trad.  In 
time,  will  find  another  wife.

At  the  surface  the  ■fcttf  registered 
a  temperature  of  52  degree*  Fahren- 
heit, but  at  a  depth  of  only  170 
feet  the  thermometer  fell  to  34  de- 
gree*.

On 
September  10  a  moderate  gale  from 
the  southwest  greeted  us,  an  unusual 
wind  for  that  latitude,  being  pre- 
ceded by  peculiar  changes  In  the 
wlnd-dlrecUon.  This  undoubtedly 
was  the  beginning  of  the  terrible 
hurricane  which  devastated  the 
West  Indies  on  September  13.  We 
arrived  at  Bridgetown.  Bar  badoes 
on  September  17.  fifty-two  days  after 
leaving  Reykjavik  and  only  three 
days  behind  our  schedule.

What  a  load  of  mail  we  found 
awaiting  us!  News  from  home,  fresh 
food,  tropical  fruits,  new  faces,  di- 
version, wonderful  swimming,  ten- 
nis, sightseeing,  trading  for  curios— 
filled  a  bu*y  fourteen  days. 

In  the  bemutful  clear,  blue,  warm 
water  of  Carlisle  Bay  we  put  on  Uie 
diving  helmet,  and  walked  along  the 
ocean  floor.

One  formation  looked  exact'y  like 
a  basket  made  of  cocoon ut  palm 
leaves  gathered  together  at  the  top.

NEW  FIELD  OPENED 

A  new  field  has  been  opened  up 
In  the  study  of  the  phosphate*,  m 
the  sea,  their  relation  to  ocean -cur- 
rents and  to  the  presence  and  distri- 
bution of  plant  and  animal  life  In 
the  ocean,  the  plankton,  the  so- 
called  "grass  of  the  sea."  The  tow- 
net.  samples  have  all  been  preserved, 
together  with  other  biological  speci- 
mens, and  are  being  studied  as  op- 
portunity affords 

Three  hundred  and  thirty  deter- 
mination* of  the  depth  of  Uie  sea 
have  .been  made  with  the  sonic 
depth-finder.  Tills  sonic  depth - 
finding  apparatus  was  loaned  to  the 
Carnegie  by  the  United  8Ute«  Navy 
Department  It  Is  an  electrical  ap-  I 
paratus  designed  to  measure  the 
depth  of  ocean-floors  by  recording  i 
the  time  required  by  sound-waves, 
from  an  oscillator  mounted  on  the 
hull  below  the  water-line,  to  reach 
bottom  and  be  reflected  back  to  the 
surface  Sufficient  checks  have  been 
made  with  wire 
that  its  accuracy 
llodts 

A  definite  statement  of  the  value 
of  results  thus  far  obtained  cannot 
be  made  for  many  years.  Much  care 
Is  being  taken  to  secure  accurate 
records.  Everyone  Is  busy  all  U»n 
time:  in  fact,  more  work  is  being 
accomplished  than  could  be  expects*} 
and  all  dewerve  great  credit  for  their 
r-nihiistasm  and  for  ttvtr  loyalty  to 
the  purposes  of  the  expedition

pose It  will  be  my  life  always. 

When  I  was  a  small  boy  I  lived  on 
the  edge  of  Port  Worth.  Tex.,  where 
my  people  had  moved  from  Winters. 
Tex.,  my  birthplace.  All  the  boys  of 
our  neighborhood  played  baseball 
We  org  an  Lied  a  team,  and  It  was 
nothing  for  ua  to  play  as  many 
as  three  games  on  a  Saturday.  We 
began  early  and  finished  late 

There  was  another  crowd  of 
youngsters  over  Uie  hill  and  we  were 
great  rivals  We  would  trail  over 
and  play  on  their  lot  in  Uie  early 
morning,  and  Uien  come  back  to  our 
lot  and  play  a  double-header  In  the 
afternoon. 

Two  of  the  kids  on  this  first 
ball  beam  of  mine  were  Oeorgi 
Smith,  who  was  the  catcher,  and  Bob 
Criner.  Uie  pitcher  None  of 
boy*  I  played  with  in  those  early 
days  ever  got  into  professional  ball. 

I  never  will  forget  the  day  I  got 
Uie  real  baseball  fever  It  was  when 
I  got  my  first  uniform.  This  uni- 
form had  been  made  by  my  moUier 
who  took  an  interest  in  my  ball 
playing  then  and  kept  her  interest 
clear  up  to  the  day  ahe  died  That

One  of  my  objections  wu 
the  Governor  might  not  permit  it. 
Thfrpupon  the  newspaper  writer* 
asw  Oovernor  OUlett.  He  told 
them  that  Uie  laws  of  California 
;>.nn  tted  boxing  and  lie  saw  no 
reason  why  the  fight  should  not  be 
held  in  San  Francisco. 

With  this  they  finally  wore  ine 
down  and  1  gave  in  The  people  of 
Salt  Lake  City  were  disappointed, 
but  I  had  done  my  best. 

Then  our  troubles  started  anew. 
T<>  begin  with  they  made  me  buy  a 
licence  which  cost  86.000.  Under 
the  law  a  promoter  had  to  have  a 
licence  for  a  fight  on  a  certain  day. 
Another  man  had  that  date,  and  I 
had  to  buy  his  licence. 

Next  1  had  to  arrange  for  build- 
ing an  arena  That  in  itself  was  a 
big  job.  After  many  negotiations  I 
finally  got  a  lot  at  Market  and 
Eighth  Streets.  We  built  an  arena 
at  a  coat  of  835.000.  which,  by  Uie 
way.  was  a  total  loss. 

Then,  right  in  the  midst  of  other 
difficulties),  a  dispute  arose  over  the 
referee.  Bergen  and  Jeffrie*  would 
not  agree  to  any  man  who  suited 
Johnson,  and  Johnson  would  not 
agree  to  any  man  selected  by  them 
Everybody  soon  had  an  hand  in 
the  argument  Jack  Welah,'  Ed. 
Smith  and  Eddie  Oraney  were  all 
suggested.  I  couldn't  get  the  prin- 
cipals to  agree  on  any  one  of 
them.  There  were  still  others,  but 
these  were  Uie  main  ones. 

"What's  Uie  matter  with  you  be- 
ing referee?"  Johnson  finally  sug- 
gested to  me  in  desperation. 

The  idea  of  being  referee  had 
never  occurred  to  me.  I  had  had 
no  experience.  "You  don't  need 
any."  Johnson  aald.  "as  long  as  you 
are  square."

Then  came  the  bombshell.  Oov- 
ernor OlUett  forbade  the  fight, 

You  can  Imagine  what  consterna- 
tion this  caused.  And  this  on  top 
of  all  Uie  troubles  and  expenses  and 
arguments  It  was  enough  to  make 
n  man  through  up  his  hands  But 
we  didn't. 

I  have  never  been  able  to  dis- 
cover why  Oovernor  OUlett  changed 
his  mind  after  giving  us  the  assur- 
ance on  which  we  spent  so  much 
money  He  curtly  declared  that  he 
would  not  permit  the  fight,  and 
that  ended  it.  He  gave  no  explana- 
tion 

Mind  you.  I  was  now  out  the 
$35,000  for  the  arena,  not  a  cent 
ol  which  I  ever  got  back.  I  was  out 
the  $8,000  for  the  licence,  not  a  cent 
of  which  was  ever  returned  to  me 
I  waa  out  aU  the  incidental  expense 
ol  promotion  such  as  Uie  tickets 
und  innumerable  details— more  than 
$50,000. 

In  that  troublesome  time  I  will 
never  forget  Jim  Jeffries 

lex.  he  said  to  me.  "If  we  don't 
make  a  success  of  It  now  you  can 
forget  about  Uie  guarantee.  Even 
if  the  fight  Is  not  held  at  all  I  will 
go  anywhere  and  right  for  you.  or 
I  will  go  on  the  road  with  a  show 
to  see  that  you  don't  come  out  the 
loaer" 

A  man  who  will  do  that  la  a  real 
man  As  long  as  I  live  I  can  never 
forget  Jim  Jeffries  for  that 

•  Never  mind,  well  hold  It,"  I  as- 
sured him. 

It  was  too  late  now  to  go  back  to 
the  Salt  Lake  people.  I  bWI  have 
the  nerve  even  If  I  had  had  the  In- 
clination. There  was  nothing  left 
but  to  go  to  my  own  8 late— Nevada. 
I  got  In  touch  with  Reno.  They 
agreed  to  build  an  arena  at  no  coat 
to  me  if  we  would  bring  the  fight 
there      That  was  finally  decided 


by  applying  at  the  bank  The 
other  difficulty  of  seats  we  had  to 
settle  at  Reno. 

I  have  a  notion  that  you  are  now 
begiiuiing  to  see  the  troubles  of  a 
promoter— especially  a  green  one.

On  | 
the  extreme  bulge  today  the  May 
future  reached  129V  which  Is  an 
advance  of  11  cents  ln  the  post 
fourteen  days.  Liverpool  closed  *.

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WHY  COLDS  IN  WINTER? 
Why  is  It  that  meat  of#the  cold*. 
Influenzas  and  pneumonias  opcur 
during  Uie  months  of  December. 
January  and  Ppbruary?  Many  peo- 
ple believe  that  these  Illnesses  occur 
because  of  the  cooler  weather,  but 
scientists  are  now  coming  to  the  be- 
lief that  the  body  Is  less  resistant 
to  these  diseases  when  It  Is  deprived 
of  the  normal  amount  of  sunshine 
present  during  the  Summer  months. 

In  many  parts  of  the  North  only 
one-half  to  one-third  of  the  amount 
Of  sunshine  reaches  the  earth's  sur- 
face in  Winter  as  In  Summer.  In 
the  cities,  the  amount  reaching  the 
earth  is  even  less  than  this  .be- 
cause of  the  thick  curtain  of  smoke 
overlying  the  industrial  districts. 

It  Is  well  known  that  the  ultra- 
violet light,  by  reaching  the  skin, 
produces  practically  the  same  effect 
as  vllamtn  D.  which  Is  present  in 
many  food  substances.  This  lack 
of  sunlight  would  not  be  a  serious 
factor  if  the  diet  of  the  Winter 
months  were  as  well  balanced  as  the 
diet  of  Summer. 

When  the  colder  weather  comes 
on.  everyone  develops  an  appetite 
for  the  heavy  starchy  foods,  lacking 
In  vitamins  and  alkaline  elements, 
and  these  almost  invariably  form 
the  principal  part  of  every  meal. 
This  instinctive  desire  for  the  richer 
foods  is  made  worse  because  most  of 
the  protective  foods,  such  as  the 
vegetables  and  fruits,  are  either  un- 
obtainable during  the  Winter 
months  or  they  are  sold  at  such  an 
exorbitant  price  that  the  buyer  for 
the  family  does  not  feel  that  It  Is  a 
Hood  Investment  to  purchase  them 
During  the  cold  months  people 
spend  very  little  tune  out  or  doors, 
preferring  to  stay  within  heated 
rooms,  where  the  air  Is  none  too 
fresh.  You  have  probably  noticed 
that  your  first  serious  cold  of  Win- 
ter <KCum6  Immediately  after  the 
heating  plant  started  Its  operation* 
If  you  wish  to  guard  against  the 
disorder >  or  Winter,  you  should  see 
to  It  that  your  diet  contains  a  large 
amount  of  the  protective  vegetables 
and  fruits,  such  as  lettuce,  spinach, 
carrot*,  oranges  and  grapefruit. 
Also,  it  would  be  well  not  to  use  too 
many  of  the  starchy  foods,  but  to 
use  a  fair  amount  of  the  protein 
foods  and  a  larger  amount  of  the 
vegetable  oils. 

Even  during  the  Winter  months  It 
Is  possible  to  obtain  sunbetha  by 
exercising  In  the  open  in  a  bathing 
suit,  or  without  clothes  If  you  have 
sufficient  privacy    There  ere  several 
Infltttutlon*  where  tubercular  chil- 
dren play  and  have  school  In  the 
snow  during   the  Winter   months.  I

and  In  the  Adlrondacks  | 
of  the  United  States    In  these  in- 
stitutions the  children  play  tn  the  1 
sn'»w  with  only  a  loin  cloth  and  do  i 
not  csvtoh  cold.    In  fart,  there  have  i 
been   many   remarkable   cures   of  I 
tuberculosis  and  scurvy  among  these 
Of  course,  when  they  are  • 


Inactive  and  not  playing,  their 
bodies  are  kept  warm  by  protective 
garments  and  furs. 

Let  these  facts  be  an  Inspiration 
to  all  of  us.  Most  of  our  sickness 
results  from  physical  or  mental 
Inertia,  and  we  should  take  the 
proper  precautions,  not  by  leading 
an  inactive  existence  In  a  stuffy  hot 
room  and  eating  rich  foods,  but  by 
seeking  the  active  life  and  estUig  a 
well  balanced  diet  One  who  under- 
stands and  really  carries  out  these 
suggestions,  not  to  the  extreme  of 
being  a  "crank."  but  In  moderation, 
should  be  no  more  troubled  by  sick- 
ness during  the  Winter  months  than 
at  any  other  time  of  the

The  amphibian,  constructed  for  the 
navy  in  accordance  with  the  winning 
planes  in  the  navy's  flying  boat 
competition  held  early  last  year,  is 
convertible  into  a  commerclaJ  trans- 
port plane,  having  comfortable 
quarters  for  thirty-two  paswruo-r:- 
In  a  cabin  sixty  feet  long  The  big 
amphibian  is  of  the  monoplane  type 
with  a  spread  ol  100  feet  It  has 
two  Wiwp  alr-coolr-d  mot/**  and  an 
emplacement  for  a  third  motor.  The 
b*"  °f  nary  censorship  has  been 
removed  as  regards  pcrfcarnuuice 
characteristics  of  the  big  ship  It 
waa  buUt  by  the  Consolidated  Air- 
craft Corporation  at  Buffalo,  and 
flown  to  tills  city  for  official  tent 

Tlie  army  bomber  Is  tlie  first  of 
thirty-five  new  plane*,  of  a  type  to 
be  known  as  the  Panther.  It  carriex 
2J00  rJounda  of  bombe,  has  a  maxi- 
mum speed  of  128  mUen  per  hour 
and  a  cruising  range  of  six  hours 
with  a  full  military  load  It  is  a 
biplane  with  a  -pan  of  seventy-five 
feet  and  is  the  first  army  bomber 
powered  with  sir-cooled  engines 
having  two  726 -horsepower  radial 
motors.

Jan 
tl  —  Aecordlng  to  word  received  here 
yesterday  from  Captain  9  J  Brvan 
Kingston,  the  note  picked  up  In  a 
bottle  by  Louis  Oountou.  trapper,  at 
ihe  mouth  of  the  Agawa  Rlvrr.  was 
written  by  Alice  Bettridge  assuitant 
stewardess  on  the  Ill-fated  lake 
steamer  Kamloops.  The  Kamloops 
was  lost  on  the  reeks  of  Isle  Royale 
ln  the  storm  which  swept  the  Oreat 
Lakes  December  8.  \9TJ.  Ttie  steamer 
went  down  with  her  crew  of  twenty- 
one. 

The  note,  according  to  Captain 
Bryan.  Indicates  th.ti  the  stewardess 
was  the  last  to  survive  In  the  note, 
abnosf  illegible  when  found,  she  ln- 
tlnvated  that  she  waa  dying  of  cold 
and  starvation,  that  all  other  mem- 
bers of  the  crew  were  dead,  and  rave 
the  location  as  Lie  Royale.  he  said 

The  note  waa  found  a  year  after 
the  Kamloops  was  lost  The  signa- 
ture, almost  obscured,  was  at  first 
believed  to  be  "'Air  but  Captain 
Bryan  Is  said  to  be  convinced  that 
it  ia  "Alice."  Countou  gave  Captain 
Bryan,  a  brother  of  the  captain  of 
the  KamJoops,  the  note  to  decfbUer 

It  is  now  believed  that  the  body 
of  the  assistant  stewardess  waa  one 
of  those  found  on  the  shore  of  Isle 
Royale  early  last  Summer.  The  note 
made  no  mention  of  reaching  the 
fhore.  but  It  Is  possible  that  the 
-tewardasa  was  washed  aitfvore  alive 

Captain  Bryan  conducted  a  care- 
ful seareh  of  the  shore  line  of  Isle 
Royale  ln  the  belief  that  some  mem- 
ber* of  the  crew  of  the  Kamloops 
might  have  found  their  way  ashore 
He  founr]  wreckage  high  on  the 
beach  and  a  case  that  had  contained 
candy.  This  had  broken  open.  Ftal- 
lowlng  hi*  return  from  the  case  he 
esmresned  belief  that  two  members 
of  the  crew  had  reached  shore  only 
to  die  of  cold  and  otarvation.  The 
Canada  Steamship  Line*,  owners  of 
the  Kamloops.  at  once  dispatched 
an  expedition  to  the  island.  This 
expedition  returned  with  a  report 
that  not  lung  had  been  found  to 
support  fi  claim  that  any  of  the 
men  or  women  aboard  the  Kamloopx 
leached  shore.  The  exact,  fate  which 
overtook  the  vessel  and  the  manner 
in  which  the  crew  met  death  has 
never  been  determined-

NANAIMO  TO  PORT  ALBERN! 
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Sources  of  Victorias  Food 
Supply  Are  Examined

One  of  the  happy  circumstances 
of  people  who  live  In  temperate 
cllmaUa  and  particularly  Uio*e  liv- 
ing in  seaboard  localities  Is  Uie 
facUlty  with  which  they  can  pro- 
vide ihrtiuelvei  with  tropical  and 
semi-tropical  fruits  all  the 
round.  Tropical  vegetables.  . 
a  taste  demands  these,  are  In  the 
same  class.  Prult.  too,  figures  much 
more  hugely  In  the  consumpclon  of 
communities  so  situated  than  in  the 
case  of  those  living  far  Inland  and 
in  more  rigorous  climate.  Thus.  In 
British  Columbia,  with  four-tit ih* 
of  the  entire  population  bunched 
within  a  seaboard  radius,  fruits 
enter  largely  into  the  dally  bill  of 
fare.  Dietary  recommendations  and 
experience,  together  with  the  ad- 
monitions of  faddists  and  health 
dieticians,  has  tended  somewhat  to 
increase  average  consumption  com- 
pared with  that  of  a  few  years  ago. 
The  fruit  business  becomes  there- 
fore, a  business  in  Itself  and  has 
developed  a  large  commercial  in- 
dustry in  Coast  cities. 

All  tree  and  bush  fruits  naturally 
ripen  earlier  in  semi-tropical  zones 
than  in  more  temperate  climates 
Production,  also,  reaches  a  more 
prolific  average  In  the  former  and. 
to  some  extent,  domestic  production 
is  handicapped  by  the  competition 
of  nearby  fruit-producing  areas 
The  wholesaler,  or  Importer,  finds 
himself,  therefore,  somewhat  be- 
tween the  devil  and  deep  sea.  The 
demand  for  fruit  is  incessant,  per- 
ennial, and  makes  little  qualifica- 
tion by  seasonal  production.  Con- 
sumers clamor  for  fruit  and  the 
dealer  must  obtain  It  from  some- 
where or  lose  valuable  trade.  The 
complications  which  arise  from  the 
desire  to  give  preference  to  home- 
grown fruit  and  the  voracious  de- 
mands of  consumers  for  the  early 
varieties  are  not  easily  explained  to 
a  ravenous  public.  It  will  be 
shoan  In  the  followtng  description 
that  fruit  importations  for  early 
sale  are  made  only  so  long  as  the 
domestic  supply  la  held  back  on 
account  of  later  production.  It  will 
not  be  affirmed — and  could  not  be 
maintained— that  dealers  are  any 
less  patriotic  or  that  they  prefer 
foreign  fruit  rather  than  domestic 
Conditions  of  supply  and  demand 
rule  them  and  in  this  matter  the 
consuming  public  must  be  the  court 
of  last  resort. 

GROWTH  OF  APPLE  SALES 
Probably  the  largest  year-round 
cemmeree  In  fruit  applies  to  apples 
This  is  true  at  least  as  to  volume 
It  not  to  values.  Pew  apples  are 
produced  locally.  Production  around 
Victoria  gravitates  naturally  into 
other  fruits.  Dealers  bring  in  a 
few  early  Oravensteins  from  Cali- 
fornia, after  which  the  bulk  of  sup- 
ply Is  from  Okanagan  trull  farms 
Domestic  production  may  be  said, 
however,  to  be  still  somewhat  In  the 
experimental  stage.  Changes  and 
adaptation  of  varieties  to  meet 
competition  are  being  made  con- 
stantly, and  continual  improvement 
1  being  made  In  grading  and  pack- 
Inn  all  of  which,  here  as  else- 
where, has  had  to  be  learned.  8ln- 
Biilarly.  perhaps,  these  changes  of 
variety  are  in  the  direction  of  the 
more  substantial  and  last  varieties 
in  preference  to  earlier  fruits  Do- 
mestic consumption  is  an  almost 
negligible  consideration  for  Dry 
Pelt  hortlculturalists  in  view  of  the 
much  more  rapacious  Prairie  mar- 
kets where  fruit  of  enduring  varie- 
ties Is  preferred.  All  this  has  had 
to  be  discovered,  but  with  the  rr- 
Nflt  that  British  Columbia  fruit  I* 
gradually  capturing  the  Canadian 
market,  and  its  European  shipments 
err  becoming  a  matter  of  congratu- 
lation. 

Apricots  find  ready  sale  and  are 
in  reanlar  demand.  The  attention 
of  domestic  growers  Is  being  turned 


more  seriously  to  their  production. 
None,  beyond  garden  exct-ptUsiu,  are 
grown  locally.  Uarly  siupment*  are 
brought  in  from  the  Washington 
dry  belt  and,  as  soon  as  they  arc 
marketable.  Okanagan  apricots  take 
year  the  lead.  It  has  been  discovered  in 
prairie  wheat  production  that  a 
week  of  difference  in  earlier  ripen- 
ing extends  the  wheat-producing 
xone  fifteen  miles  northward.  The 
t  ffort  of  research  is  to  discover  a 
variety— evolve  It  if  necessary— that 
will  ripen  early.  The  same  princi- 
ple applies  to  fruit,  and  it  is  for  this 
reason  Uial  the  dry  bell  zone  In 
Washington  can  out-march  domes- 
tic production  in  British  Columbia 
As  it  is,  fully  one- third  of  the  apri- 
cots marketed  in  British  Columbia 
cities  is  of  Okanagan  production, 
with  the  proportion  increasing  each 
year. 

POPULARITY  OF  ASPARAGUS 
Asparagus  is  an  amazingly  popu- 
lar table  delicacy  It  would  sur- 
prise the  average  householder  to 
know  how  much  of  it  Is  consumed 
A  first  shlpmc-V,  is  Imported  from 
California  early  in  the  season  This 
is  expensive,  but  by  early  May  tht 
Prices  take  a  tumble,  and  still  later, 
when  Washington  enters  the  field, 
another  tumble.  The  finest  local 
asparagus  grows  on  the  Cowlchan 
flats,  but  Sidney  and  Gordon  Head 
fields  also  produce  a  fine  quality 
Culture  of  the  succulent  tips  la  hi 
Its  Infancy-  In  British  Columbia 
California  supplies  the  greatest 
quantity  sold.  In  that  state  the 
culture  is  brought  to  perfection 
after  long  experience.  Moreover, 
the  plant  Is  "canned"  right  at  the 
edge  of  the  field,  and  no  deprecia- 
tion of  quality  takes  place  on  ac- 
count of  handling  or  long  transit. 
These  modem  methods,  undoubtedly 
will  invade  British  Columbia  as 
rapidly  as  appreciation  of  the  po- 
tentialities of  the  growth  of  this 
luxury  is  developed. 

Bananas  are  an  exclusively  trop- 
ical product  British  Columbia  Im- 
portations are  made  from  Central 
America  and  Mexico.  Bought 
through  a  shipping  agency,  the  fruit 
is  shipped  In  trainload  lots  to  North- 
western Pacific  points  in  refriger- 
ated cars  with  a  man  accompany- 
ing the  trainload  through  to  its 
ultimate  destination.  Victoria  Is 
the  last  point  included  in  such  gi- 
gantic shipments. 

Cantaloupes  are  brought  In  from 
California.  Washington  and  Okan- 
agan districts.  The  local  supply  is 
negligible  The  quality  of  the  pro- 
duct of  the  Okanagan  Is  excellent, 
finds  ready  market,  and  is  satis- 
factory In  every  way.  The  one 
trouble  Is  the  brevity  of  the  produc- 
ing season.  II  people  would  wait 
for  Okanagan  cantaloupes  the  whole 
demand  might  be  supplied  Trom 
that  district,  as  possibilities  of  pro- 
duction are  limitless  Dealers  In- 
vestigate conditions  and  place  their 
orders  so  as  to  give  preference  to 
Okanagan  products  while  they  last 
reverting  to  Importation  only  when 
that  supply  is  exhausted. 
•  Cauliflower,  cabbage  and  celery 
are  grown  locally  and  marketed  pre- 
ferably so  long  as  supply  is  avail- 
able. The  season  lasts  from  early 
October  to  the  end  of  the  year,  but 
only  a  tithe  of  thn  required  quanti- 
ties are  produced  locally.  There  Is 
said  to    be    room    for  Improved

Jamaica,  and  the  West  In- 
dies, It  is  the  only  spice  at  present 
obtained  from  the  "root"  of  a  plant. 
Allspice  is  grown  ui  Sumatra  and 
ulh.-j  WfM  India  Islands  The 
berry  of  the  pimento"  tree  resem- 
bles the  pepper  berry  and  it  Is 
culled  "allspice  because,  in  flavor. 
lb  reaemoles  a  combination  of  cloves, 
c.-imaman  and  nutmeg.  imitation* 
inuy  be  made  of  such  combinations, 
but  real  allspice  is  a  distinct  species 
Cloves  are  the  dried  flower  buds 
of  Uie  clove  tree.  Orowlng  luxuri- 
antly in  many  tropical  countries, 
the  clove  tree  reaches  a  height  of 
from  twelve  to  twenty  feet.  The 
buds,  when  •ready,"  are  hand 
picked  and  spread  on  cotton 
stretchers  to  dry.  The  best  qualities 
come  from  the  Malaysian  and  Ma- 
gna; islands. 

and  wrinkled  kernels  of  the  fruit  of 
a  tropical  tree  which  is  an  ever- 
green. In  appearance  it  resembles 
the  pear  tree  strikingly,  but  often 
attains  to  flftya  feet  In  height.  Tne 
fruit  resembles  the  peach  in  ap- 
pearance, and  those  parts  of  the 
nut  which  are  used  In  making  of 
nutmegs  are  Immediately  within 
the  shell.  Within  this  kernel  are 
flaky,  convolvular  stamina  from 
which  mace  is  prepared.  Thus,  nut- 
meg and  mace  are  from  the  same 
source. 

While  macaroni  is  a  flour  prep- 
Stetson  contrary  to  popular  notions, 
tapioca  is  made  from  bulbous  roots 
which  grow  to  a  thickness  of  three  i 
Inches  and  a  length  of  one  to  four 
feet.  In  its  preparation  these 
roots  are  washed  and  stripped  of  I 
rind  after  which,  under  heavy  pres- 
sure, the  natural  juices  are  exuded. 
The  starch  may  be  baked  into  flake 
tapioca  or  the  juices  may  be  run 
through  the  screen,  resulting  in  the 
the  globular  product.  Finer  screens 
yield  smaller  globules,  and  It  is 
these  which  are  sold  under  the 
name  of  sago.  Essentially  there  is 
no  diflerence  in  the  composition. 
When  screened  tapioca  and  sago 
are  dried  on  cloth  screens  and  des- 
ignated Into  required  package  sizes, 
sires. 

Among  vegetables,  potatoes  hold 
first  rank  with  Caucasian  peoples. 
The  supply  of  the  Victoria  market 
is  obtained  from  Vancouver  Island. 
Praser  Valley  and  Dry  Belt  sources 
in  the  proportion  of  one -third  from 
each.  Dry  Belt  potatoes  rank  the 
highest  In  quality,  and  the  name 
"Ashcrofl"  has  attached  itself  to 
the  particular  variety  of  tuber* 
grown  all  through  the  Interior.  I 
What  the  outlook  for  world  markets 
In  British  Columbia  Dry  Belt  pota- 1 
toes  may  become  will  depend  only 
on  the  subjugation  of  vast  un- 
irrigated  districts  capable  of  incal- 
culable production. 

One  other  tuber  is  worthy  of 
menUon  though  it  falls  within  the 
category  of  luxuries  and  is  desig- 
nated on  almost  every  first-class 
menu  The  word  is  "truffle  "  This 
tuber  is  almost  exclusively  a  prod- 
uct of  Prance.  It  is  a  species  of 
fungi  and  the  tuber  attains  a 
growth  In  size  from  walnut  propor- 
tions to  that  a  medium -sired  potato 
The  appearance  is  black  and  warty

Orapefruit  luxuries  are  all    Un- , 
ported  from  California.  Florida  and  1 
Texas,  as  they  are  not  cultivable  in 
northern  latitude*.      Lemons  and 
and  oranges  fall  Into  the  same  cate- 
gory. 

Of  onions.  75  per  cent. of  the  do- 
mestic consumption  Is  also  of  do- 
mestic production,  the  origin  being 
Okanagan  fields  In  late  8pr.nK 
importation*  are  made  from  Austra- 
lia, and  later  from  Japan  Real 
Spanish  onions  are.  of  course,  im- 
ported from  Spain.  The  possibili- 
ties of  domestic  production  and  Ulc 
possibilities  of  export  trade  offer 
great  encouragement  to  increased 
local  production. 

Peaches  and  plums  appear*  from 
California  in  June,  from  Washing- 
ton in  August,  and  Okanagan  in 
September.  Notwithstanding  the 
climatic  and  seasonal  handicap  fully 
33  per  cent  of  Coast  consumption  Is 
|  Okanagan  product  Limited  as  Is 
the  supply,  the  quality  of  Okana- 
gan fruit  gives  It  a  first-class  stand- 
ing In  the  market,  and  In  the  favor 
of  consumer*. 

Rhubarb  is  mostly  of  domestic 
production,  Duncan  and  Mission  be- 
ing the  chief  producing  centres 
Forced  rhubarb  has  captured  the 
market*  and  Its  contiguous  produc- 
tion will  enable  It  to  hold  Its  own 
against   outside  competition. 

Spinach  of  the  better  quality  Is 
imported  from  California  and  is 
shipped  north  in  cars  of  celery 

Strawberries  from  Florida  cap- 
ture the  early  marset.  though  the 
Importations  are  verv  limited.  Cali- 
fornia and  Washington  berries  are 
a  week  earlier  than  local  products 
and  to  that  extent  prevail  in  thelr 
•eason.  Local  berries  find  a  ready 
and  generally  more  profitable  mar- 
ket at  Prairie  points. 

Tomatoes  are  extensively  eon-
